Conservation ‘Beard Delves 
Into Vital Subject 


Cheap Sources of Oil Aim of 
Industry Quiz 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, April 23.-——Is it, 
or will it ever be, practical to sub- 
stitute alcoho! for gasoline in the 
operation of internal-combustion 
engines? Is it. or will it ever be, 
practical to extract enough petro- 
leum from shales from which to 
extract enough gasoline to take the 
place of the waning supply of gaso- 
line derived from well-produced 
petroleum? Ig¢ it, or will it ever be, 
practical to substitute benzol from 
coal for gasoline? 

For the first time the govern- 
ment is taking these questions out 
et the realm of academic discus- 
sion and is seeking definite an- 
wers. The answers, whatever they 
be, are to have a tremendous bear- 
ing on the lives and future of the 
American people, in the opinion of 
scientists as well as of oll en- 
gineers. 

President Coolidge’s oil conserva- 
tion board called upon the leaders 
of the oil industry for all the 
information they have on these 
subjects. This board, of which 
Secretaries Work, Weeks, Wilbur 
and Hoover are members, is ad- 


vised by government experts that 


“we are now using an average of 
about 20,000,000 gallons of gaso- 
line dally,” and that this country is 


“the producer and the 
largest consumer of petroleum, 
with rapidly diminishing re- 
sou 


In asking a long list of oi] and 
gasoline producers for information 
and opinions, the board refrains 
from even indicating an opinion of 
its own. The fact is, however, that 
some government experts regard 
the possibility of the substitution 
of alcohol for gasoline as fantastic. 


USE OF ALOOHIL 

In an article, Dr. George Otis 
#@mith, director of the United States 
Geological Survey, a recognized au- 
thority on all fuels. classes alcoho! 
as among the “rainbow resources,” 
— as saying it we take a bumper 
rop of corn and reduce it all to 
alcohol, letting the hogs of the 
country go hungry, we wouldn't 
have enough of this fuel to sub- 
stitute for gasoline.“ 

In other words, a body of expert 
opinion exists that the substitution 
of alcohol for gasoline is imprac- 
tical. But the oil conservation 
board wants to make sure of its 
premises. Hence it says to the oll 
industry in the questionnaire it 
sent out today: 

“If alcohol is to supplant any 
appreciable portion of this amount, 
the problem arises of supplying the 
necessary vegetable matter, from 
waste utilization or primary 
growth. The waste products, such 
as sawdust, cornstalks, straw, ref- 
use from beet-sugar refineries, are 
scattered in small amounts over 
the country. Could the cost of as- 
sembling and treating waste prod- 
ucts be sufficiently low to make 
the substitution of alcoho! for gas- 
oline attractive on a commercial 
basis at present price levels? 


OTL FROM COAD 


Next, in its questionnaire. the 
board takes up the possibility of 
extracting liquid fuels from coal. 
The commission asks the trade to 
answer these questions: 


can benzol for motor fuel be pro- 
duced at existing coke ovens and 
carbonization plants. 

“What is relatively efficiency in 
motor propulsion of gasoline and 
(a) alcohol, (d) benzol, (e) mix- 
tures of gasoline and alcoho!, (4) 
mixtures of gasoline and benz?”

On 
May 13, next, the remainder of the 
smaller amounts will be paid, and 
16 per cent of other accounts, the 
remaining 75 per cent to be met in 
equal payments June 13, July 13 
and August 12.

Dr. E. N. Trattner in Talk 
to Optimists Says Bryan is 


Badly Mistaken 


Men like Bryan, who have had 
no experience in Viological labora- 
tories, are incapable of intelligently 
discussing biological problems and 
Mr. Bryan is as badly mistaken 
about evolution as he was about 
declared Rabbi Ernest R.

Man, at the 
apex of evolution, realizing the 
endlessness of energy, the possibil- 
ities of communication, the power 
of personality, the effectiveness of 
organization and the glory of ideal- 
ism, is capable of practically Um- 
itless progress.”

Successful Bidder on $4,000,000 
Hill. street Structure Will 
be Announced Shortly 


The new subway leading from 
the new terminal to handle Holly- 


ley traffic has been completed in 
record time. Bids covering the ex- 
cavation and construction of the 
subway terminal have been in the 
hands of D. W. Pontius, vice-pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
railway, for several days and he 
will shortly announce the name of 
the successful bidder. 

All steel and concrete work for 
the ground floor of the limit height 
$4,000,000 subway terminal bulld- 
ing is included in the work to be 
done by the Pacific Electric.

AISING A PEOPLE | 
In one of his remarkable addresses 

President Cootidge- strikes a note which 
casts a hew angle on evolution. Evolution 
is the course of nature to evolve an ele- 
ment drafted by the compass of destiny. 
Nature itself has predestined that course, 
and man carries it out. We may not know 
where we are going, but we know we are 
on the way. To assist nature in her oper- 
ations is the mark of wisdom. To raise a 
family is, with most, people; a haphazard 
undertaking, to raise a nation has been so 
far a fortuitous policy with most nations, 
drifting along on the principle of least re- 
sistance. But the President aims to use 
the immigration act as an instrument to 
aid mature. 
To raise the civic ideal, to make bet- 
| ter citizens, to resist evil influences, 
to cast out corruption—in short, to lift 
up the average. American life to the 
full level of its highest aspirations. 
The course of a.river is mapped out by 


eruptions of the earth, which fasten on its 


surface ranges of. mountains and cascades 
spread out like a met to gather the snows 
and the rains, which in turn find their level 
to a torrent in accordance with the laws of 
gravitation. The forest is formed by the 
ages as the winds gather the pollen from 
ancestral trees to seed and nurse the sap- 
blings into full maturity of centuries. Au- 
mal nature propagates in conformance with 
its instinct. The human race follows the 
same impulse with the more pedantic title 
of love. Its span of life is prolonged or cut 
short in. proportion of progenerating virtue 
or degenerating license, according to its 
degree of conformity with nature, in geo- 
graphical and racial spheres. Tribes and 
nations have the limits of their longevity 
set and marked by the same laws of nature 
which are transgressed at one’s peril. 

History has warned all who wish to read 
that nature’s rules and regulations may not 
be obstructed with impunity. Such rules 
apply to man in particular as well as in 
general. Rivers, mountains, forests and 
even animals are driven by the in- 
exorable decree of a fundamental consti- 
tution. Man alone may modify his own 
destiny by co-operation with the laws of 
nature. His intellect gives him the key to 
improvement through analysis and synthe- 
sis. He breeds '‘s horses and his dogs ac- 
cording to the  c«xperimental knowledge 
which he has cred in the course of his 
investigations. 

Nations in their history have only con- 
sidered quantity at the cost of quality. 
Numbers and physical strength were their 
aim and purpose dictated by the plan of 
military preparedness to safeguard racial 
domination. Quality not quantity. is the 
keynote of the President's speech. He is 
guided by the limitations of assimilation in 
this country and the danger of depletion 
abroad. Industrial and labor conditions 
must make way for a better preparation 
of more perfect citizens. A reasonable 
dose of strychnine: strengthens the action 
of the heart, an overdose stills it, so it is 
with food, mental activity and physical ex- 
ércise to the point of overexertion. | 
The Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, to whom the President addressed his 
remarks, have contributed valuable service’ 
to the cause of Americanization of immi- 
grants. But the lofty ideals of the Presi- 
dent expressed in his own staccato style 
sound over the nation with a convincing 
force. 


ARMER JARDINE. 

When William M. Jardine, our new 
Secretary ot culture, took his seat the 
other day he gave out the welcome news 
that he had no panacea for the ills of the 
farmer. This is as promising as it is re- 
freshing, ‘or much of the official tinkering 
with the farm flivver has resulted in the 
motor missing and backfiring worse than 
ever. 

Up to his twentieth year Dr. Jardine 
lived and worked on ranches in Montana 
and Idaho, and he has since made an in- 
tensive study of agricultural affairs in a 
acientific way. For six years previous to 
bis appointment as Secretary he was presi- 
dent of the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege. So when he says that the farmer 
must help himself, as he does in a recent 
article in the Country Gentleman, he speaks 
as one of high authority. 

Farming, Dr. Jardine opines, is a highly 
competitive business. He looks for the in- 
reficient farmer to fail. As to overproduc- 
tion, the new Secretary's views may seem 
radical to the consumer who pays high 
prices for farm products, and such a con- 
sumer will be aghast to learn that he de- 
lieves there is much land now in cultiva- 
tion in this country which should be used 
for grazing or the growing of forests. 

Although he has no panacea for farming 
Mis, he is not reticent in the matter of ad- 
vice to the tiller of the soil. One thing he 
strongly urges upon the farmer is the pro- 
duction of crops of the highest quality. 
This, he says, may be done by using seed 
particularly adapted to local conditions, by 
the employment of the best tillage meth- 
ods and by rotation of crops. Production 
costs often may be reduced by more effi- 
cient organization of the farm business, by 
taking low-yielding lands out of cultivation 
and by growing on the farm many of the 
supplies that are now bought in town. 

Jogging up farmers in this way is good 
for them. Most of them know all these 
things already, but it is surprising what a 
small percentage of them apply their know!- 
edge to good purpose. It has been shown 
by Hardy W. Campbell and other “tillage 
experts how the yield of California wheat 
may be increased -from fifteen to thirty 
bushels to the acre. Years ago Luther Bur- 
bank produced seed that increased the 
yield to forty bushels. But most of our 
wheat-growers, for reasons of their own, 
have not taken kindly to these innovations. 

Though he admits that some legislation 
may be helpful to the farmer, Secretary 
Jardine evidently does not believe in gov- 
ernment paternalism for him. Farm 
failure, he says, is largely due to wasteful 
methods in handling products. Farm com- 
modity prices that yield farmers reason- 
able returns should not result in higher 
costs to the consumer. The farmer does 
not today receive a large enough propor- 
tion of the dollar which the consumer pays 
for food. There is too great a spread be 
tween the farm price and the city retail 
price, but the Secretary does not point out 
how this spread may be reduced, and one 
does not blame him for refraining, in the 
light ot all the failures of bureaucratic ac- 
tivities in this respect.

Mussolini, at the close of th 
war, belonged to the Socialist par- 
ty. It was through a Socialistic 


paper published by Fari that Mus- 
solini conceived the power of Fas- 
cism against evil influences. of 
Bolshevism and the threatening 
cloud of the general strikes which 
loomed on the horizon. So, taking 
advantage of existing political. dis- 
content, he declared himself a Fas- 
cist. Because of the fact that Ital- 
ian Socialism is based on, nation- 
alism he was able to transfer the 
sentiments of the Socialist party to 
that black-shirted organization of 
patriots, the Fascists. To him we 
must assign the credit of being the 
greatest suppressor of Bolshevism 
in Europe; for, if the Bolsheviste 
had gained control of Italy, who 
knoWs how far heir power would 
ha ve spread? 

After the successful installation 
of the Fascists and Mussolini's as- 
cension to Premier and dictator of 
Italy there were many trying sit- 
uations in her affairs. There had 
been a standing army maintained 


lona, which the Italians had de- 
termined to keep for stfategical 
{reasons as à vantage point on the 
Adriatic Sea. Mussolini, realizing 
that this act was causing the en- 

ity of the Albanians, withdrew 

@ army and returned Valona to 
Albania, though in doing so he in- 
volved the sacrifice of millions of 
francs spent in building roads an! 
improvements. He decided that it 
was far better to lose Valona than 
the friendship of the Albanians. It 
saved Italy from a repetition ‘of 
the same difficulties that Turkey 
experienced in attempting to dom- 
inate the Albanian:,: Then. there 
was ‘that acéident that Italy had 
with Greece when she accused that 
country of assassinating the Ital- 
ian commission on the 
frontier. Without considering 
whether or not the League of Na- 
tions would approve of his actions, 
Mussolini bombarded Corfu with- 
out a declaration of war. He dis- 


tram Greece indemnity and mi. 
tary honors. Then, by taking a 
vantage of the technicality in that 


government since her membership 
in the League of Nations, he justi- 
fied his actions to the conference 
of ambassadors at Geneva. 


tion of Fiume. In this matter he 
had to contend with the ill will of 
France. Czecho-Slovakta was pre 
pared to declare war on Italy rath- 
er than permit Fiume to pass into 
Italian hands. By a brilliant dis- 
play of diplomacy ‘Mussolini ad- 
justed the situation without losing 
the friendship of France and with 
out incurring the threatened war 
with Czecho-Slovakia. These af- 
fairs indicate great qualities of di- 
plomacy and leadership in Musso- 
lini. It is due to his diplomacy 
that for the first time in the his- 
tory of the new Italy (reborn 
Rome) the Vatican has been on 
friendly relations with the Italian 
government. So far, all indica- 
tions point toward harmonious co- 
operation between the Premier and 
King Emanuel II. It is inconceiv- 
able that Mussolini would turn 
against the King, who is the most 
beloved of his people of all the 
monarchs of Europe. 

The press cries that Mussolini is 
Surely 
he realizes that to combat this or- 
der will cripple his power. His 
past exhibitions of statesmanship 
und diplomacy certainly deny such 
an apparent error. We must real- 
ize that the Masonic Temple in 
Rome is but a few doors removed 
from the Vatican and that Italy is 
a Catholic country. If Mussolini 
has shown symptoms of antagon- 
ism toward the Masonic order it 
is impossible that he has any di- 
rect intentions of doing so, but, 
rather, in, his attempted suppres- 
sion of secret organizations for the 
protection of his government, his 
attitude has been mistaken. 

We must not forget that the Ital- 


of the glorious Romans. They are 
an intelligent nation of people and 
they love their Italy more than 
they could ever adore Mussolini. 
The fall of the famous Crispi is 
an example of their constant re- 
quirements of their leaders. 

In 1887 I „ as an ally of En- 
gland, sent at’ army to the coast of 
Abyssinia and captured Massowah 
and annexed it with the approval 
of England. Italy was merely used 
aS a tool by England to protect 
her flank from the intervention. of 
France in African territory. In 
1896 Gen. Baratieri was defeated 
by the Abyssinians and the Italian 
government, with Premier Crispi 
at its head, prepared a new expe- 
dition under the command of Gen. 
Baldisera. The Italian people, 
grasping the international situs- 
tion and becoming weary of the 
heavy losses in Abyssinia, prevent- 
ed the troop trains from leaving 
for the ports of embarkation by 
placing their wives and children 
on the railroad tracks, They com- 
pelled Crispi to resign and forced 
the government to cancel the cam- 
|paigm. Today there are the same 
people in Italy, more advanced in 
logic and better organized. If Mua 
solini makes mistakes he will cer- 
tainly meet with the same fate as 
their .once-idolized leader, Premier 
Crispi. How quickly the Romans 
changed their minds when they 
realized the injustice done to Cae- 
sar by Brutus and turned with 
Mark Anthony against Brutus.

“MRS. OAKS GETS DIVORCE 


Decree Granted Wife of 


Based Entirely on Desertion e | 


Ex-Police 0 hief in Case

Testifying her husband deserted 
her in June, 1923, Mrs. Josie M. 
Oaks yesterday was granted a di- 
vorce by Judge Hanby from Louis 
D. Oaks, former Chief of Police. 

Neither Oaks nor his attorney 
was present in court to contest the 


case, and Howard Lewis, counsel) 


for Mrs. Oaks, did not adduce tes- 
timony to support charges of cruel- 
ty and infidelity made in Mrs. 
Oaks's complaint when it was as- 
certained her plea of desertion 
could be sufficiently corroborated 
to warrant the court granting 4a 
decree on that ground. 

In addition to the decree, Judge 
Hanby ordered that Mrs. Oaks was 
to have the home property, 1711 
Lucretia street, valued at $13,000, 
a settlement of $3500 out of 
money’ belonging to both parties 
and $250 to apply on a fee for her 
attorney. 

One of the principal points that 
arose during the trial of the suit 
related to $16.900 Oaks was said 
to have given his brother, Wallace 
Oaks, to deposit for him before he 
left on a trip east with the police 
band in May, 1923. 


TELLS OF DEPOSIT 


Mrs. Oaks testified her husband's 
bank book showed he had less 
than $1000 on deposit at the time 
he was appointed Chief of Police 
by Mayor Cryer in 1922. It was 
in June, 1923, Mrs. Oaks said, that 
she learned the former Chief had 
$16,900 in his brother’s name and 
in cash. 

Wallace Oaks, who was called 
to the stand by Mrs. Oaks’s t- 
torney, said his brother had given 
him the money to deposit in May, 
1923. He declared the money was 
in bilis and that he deposited it in 
a downtown bank, later cashing 
the deposit certificates and turn- 
ing the money back to Oaks. Both 
Mrs. Oaks and Wallace Oaks de- 
clared they did not know where 
the former Chief obtained the 
money. 

Tears welling in her eyes, Mrs. 
Oaks told in a broken voice of the 
end of her married life with the 
former police Chief. 

“At the time you and Mr. Oaks 
ceased to live together was it 
through any fault of yours that 
he left?" she was asked. 

“No, I begged Mr. Oaks to come 
back,” replied the witness. 

“Had you done anything?” 

“We had had many quarrels 
over Mr. Oaks drinking, but that 
was the only trouble between us.” 

Mrs. Oaks and the former Chief 
were married September 17, 1907. 
according to Mrs. Oaks. They 
have no children.

In bis story to the officers to- 
day Urango. who was at liberty 
on parole far robbery of a box car 
here some time ago, sald Chavez 
was a bootliegger and sold him 
liquor last night. He said Chavez 
sought to collect last night and 
when he (Urango) refused to pay. 
pulled a knife on him. Urango 
claiming he shot in self-defense. 

‘This afternoon, when first found 
in the river bottom. Urango refused 
to halt on command of the offi- 
Sers. He was pursued and, when 
cornered, fired at his pursuers, sev- 
eral shots narrowly missing some 
of the posee. 
John Messer closed in on him and 
shot him through the right wrist 
as he sought to shoot the officer.

23. 1887, only a small number are 
offered on the Los Angeles Stock 


Exchange today. 

It is of interest to note the dif- 
ferent kind of listings of thirty- 
eight years ago, as compared with 
the listings now on the existing 
market. On the Los Angeles Stock 
and Bond: Exchange. the listings 
consisted mostly of bank, mining 
and ranch stocks. There were no 
listings of oil stocks, while on the 
Los Angeles Stock. Exchange, a 
large number of he offerings are 
of that class of shares. 

Two of the bank stocks listed in 
the Los Angeles Siock and Bond 
Exchange are quoted on the Los 
Angeles Stock Wxchange today, 
namely the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ National and the First Na- 
tional banks of Los Angeles. On 
October 6, 1887, shares of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ National 
Bank were in demand at $2390 a 
share, and shares of the First Na- 
tional Bank were sold at 3110.

COUNTY BAR 
HEARS DEAN 
AT BANQUET 


J. H. Wigmore, Northwest- 
ern Man, Urges Perpetua- 
tion of English Law 


The perpetuation of the English 
system of law, which now girdles 
the world, depends upon the con- 
sistent development in the future 
of a strong, well-trained, fraternal 
personnel, John H. Wigmore, dean 
of the law school of Northwestern 
University, declared last night in 
his address to members of the 
Los Angeles County Bar Associa- 
tion at a banquet in the Alexandria 
Hotel. 


Dean Wigmore, who ie a noted 
authority on the origin and devel- 
opment of the law systems of the 
world, is on a brief visit to the 
Pacific Coast with his wife. 

In his lecture Dean Wigmore 
traced the evolution of the legal 
codes to the present time and de- 
clared that while the. Anglican 
system. of law is constantly ex- 
panding, the Romanesque, evolved 
from the famous precepts of Jus- 
tinian, holds some 300,000,000 peo- 
ple under its sway. The Anglican 
and Mohammedan codes, he said, 
are followed by about 250,000,000 
each. 

In briefly summarizing the de- 
velopment of the Anglican system, 
Dean Wigmore said from 1100 to 
1400 marked the period of build- 
ing of common law, from 1500 to 
1600 the period of rejecting Rom- 
anesque law and from 1600 to 1800 
the period of the Anglican system 
becoming a world system. The. 
Romanesque, he said, began with 
the resurrection of Justinian’s lost 
law code, the adaptation to new 
social conditions from 1300 to 
1400, the adoption of it as a com- 
mon law of Western Europe from 
1500 to 1600, the nationalization of 
the Romanesque code from 1700 to 
1800. and its final expansion over 
all the other systems in 1900. 

More than 500 members of the 
legal profession attended the ban 
quet.
